'* For some days post much excitement has been 
created Iu St. Anthony by report* of tbe appear-' 
anceof a genuine ghost ut the Winslow Homo. 
The apparition was said to be that of tbo lato Dr. 
Jewel, who died In tbe month of January, we be- 
lieve, and who, it was staled, had of late been 
frequently aeen-abput the house in open daylight, 
but upon near approach would vanish or disap- 
pear. For! the purpose of ascertaining whiit 
foundation, if any, existed for the many wild and 
incredible rumors aflput, .we visited the Winslow, 
yesterday, and under the guidance of Prof. F. E. 
McBalu, who resides iu the: building, visited the 
apartment In- which,.these strange sights aud 
sounds have beeu seen and heard, and from him. 
obtainedthe following statement..

. '.: WHAT YOU CAh 3BE."

I am no Spiritualist,; neither do I believe in 


Spiritualism; aud yet I am at a loss to accouut 
lor the following lacts: The Winslow House is 
a very large building,1 lately run anil occupied by. 
the lute Dr. Jewel, who died some eight or ten 
weeks since.' In his life time the house was used 
us a water-euro establishment, but since his death 
it has been closed, and, with the exception of the 
room occupied by his widow and her "family, and 
those occupied by myself and family-and two 
other families, the house is leuantless. The doe- 
tor, before his death, Irequently suid he would 
revisit thu house to see bow things mire gelllug 
along: but up attention was paid to these re- 
marks, which were generally made while oufl'er- 
Injr from excruciating pain. His wife aud family, 
however, cherished tbe words in their memory, 
aud frequently repeated them to their intimate 
frieiids. . . . 
lie (the doctor) .did not, however, show him- 


self until Saturday, the Mlb lust. • Mrs. Jewel 
bad advertised for sale by aueliou all her furni- 
ture; bedding, <Sx'., which is to take place on the 
•J4tl]lii»l."•'In the center part of the bulldicg, on 
tbu ground floor, uro cellars, laundry, &c., and in 
one ol these; rooms u .stcnm engiue, which ;kad 
been used for beating, pumping, water, <&c., but 
all the bc|ling-has been removed and the engine 
uut ol use.foryears'paBt. Thellrst thing tbat at- 
racted Ihe attention ot myself and neighbors, 
was the occasional running of the wheels upon 
which the belts used to be placed. This seemed 
trauj-e, but we said little about It, Ibr fear ofbe- 
ng laughed at by our neighbors. Ou Saturday 
uorniug, the.-Hth lust., my daughter, an iulclji- 
uent girl of-fo.uriceu yearo of.age, was returning 
rom the pott olUce, (which,.by tuo w»y, is kept 
n a room on the ground floor,, iu the south-cast 
corner ol the'building), and carac through the 
room In which 'the engine stands; and there saw 
i [all slim mail', dressed in a line suit of broad- 
cloth, wlih'tt while nlgh'tcab ou his head, aud 'a 


ilr of'white stockings on bls.feet.' 
She passed him without speaking and came 


nib the house,, and .made the remark to her 
nolhcr and- myself that A. strange-looking man 
-as walking through the laundry, dressed at 
iliovc, an'd thai he'ulhst beii iool. This was about 
0 o'clock a. ni., uild! I went out with her to see 
he man wliom she described as looking and act- 
rig BO strangely. When we went out nothing 
was to be seen, aud wo went and looked through 
he largest cellar, a dark..and bleak -apartment 
orty feel lonu, by about twenty wide—when all 
it once she excUlmed,'"Father, then* he Is, cotu- 
lig towards us!" and began'to draw me back to 
the door by! the hand, and seemed to, bo very 
nervous.- 


I could sec nothing,-but supposing It was some 


one who was trying lo Irighleu us. 1 demanded 
ti an angry voice, " Who is hcic V What do you 
w:ml V " 1 received no reply—and yet the strange 
tppcarancc passed out of the cellar within two 
ect 61 us, as it appeared to her. 
We went Into 


ihc next house, and myself and Mr. Hubert, my 
next dopr -neighbor, got a lamp and made u 
.borough search ol all the premises ; but neither 
saw nor heard anything. That evening we again 
:xplored the dark'and dreary cellars, &c., Iu 
company with another mat:; and at the extrcm- 
ly of the interior .cellar^1 In a dark corner, louud 
\ large towel, clean hud ironed, as if dropped by 
some one.

This towel belonged to Mra. Jcwel,and had been 


washed and laid by about a month ago. Wv then 
came to l|io conclusion tbat our visitor waa flesh 
and blood, and that liU visits were not of an 
honeal cbaracUir.,;Under this belief, botb Mr. 
ilubert and myself'came to the conclusion that 
wo would bring his ghosteblp to grief by the ap- 
iilicailon of powder and' ball, and for tbe bencllt 
it all conccrued gav« due notice accordingly.— 
Mr. Hubert got hie revolver in readiness, and 
;avc my daughter one..also; but that Digbtitll 
was still, notbingaeca orbeard. 


On Stmu'iiy onornlng we we're 'congratulating 


imrsclvcn that our threats of Vengeance dire had 
lad tlie 'desired .eflect but about ten o'clock A. 
SI.,- our hopes were dispelled by the Ipnd report 
)fa pistol and inc-piercing cry of "Oh! my, 
3od!" 1 bud instructed ray daughter that .In 
case she should 'see him again to ahoot him in- 
.tauily if be. would not speak, and.tnat 1 would 
stand between her and any harm. She went lo 
the laundry door for thu'broom, having 'her 
pistol in her pocket, nnd just inside of Ibe door 
stood the man, looking directly at her, l« the 
same garb in which she tirttt.saw. him. Sue Irar: 
uediatcly drew the pistol. and -presented- It at 
jim; but lie seemed indifferent to the weapon, 
ana at ibe distance of six feel she fired at him.

The Hank Hobtry In Rhode Islaud. 


Bold an Succea.rul Plot. 


Tbe ProvidenceJowniar of' Friday gives full 


particulars of tucbauk robbery which was pcr- 
petra'tcd at Kort' Scituatc, Khode Islaud, ou 
Wednesday nigh' It says : 


The residence f Mr. Albert Hubbard, cashier 


of the Sciluato ."ational Bank, was entered by 
four meu, who poceeded to his bedroom, held u 
lantern aud plsU to his face, aud ordered him 
to get np aud gfc them the keys of the bank and 
of the hank vuui. . They at tue same time gag- 
ged, handcufl'ut and bound Lim,; put a rope 
arouud his uecl and gagged nud tied hie wife 
aud son. 
Beinf'completely Iu their power, and 


absolutely unalc to make any outcry, be was 
obliged to cornly with their demands. Two of 
Lheiu remaluin in tue bouse to watch him, the 
robbers proecced to the bank, some fifty'rods 
distant, aiid effcled an entrance into the bank- 
ing bfllc(!. 
Tft, lock, of the , viiult resisted all 


Lhelr efforlB tcopen it, "evcu with the keys, as 
there wus a social " prolecliou " upOu it, the 
ieeret of whic was known only to the olllcers, 
it having bcetmade 'by an ingenious mechanic 
iu the villuge,Tl)c thieves returned to the house, 
and hoKiug (pistol to the head of the cushier, 
niafcUcd hltulver to the bank, and compelled 
lil into,open ie". vault for them, when they de- 
stiolle'd it ot s entire"contents, which included 
tlO.OOO In bojls, »700 or $800 In Slieclc, *3,SOO 
[u hills ol vapus banks, tl.OOO Iu bills of the 
Beituiile Natliial Bank.dlscouiil uutes, fS.OOQlu 
bills of the CiKCIls' Uulon Bank, the Bpeeial tic- 
;mslts and Siluits Bank books, left in the vault 
lor safety individuals In the place,'aiid many 
•wills aud oltr valuable papers lelt there by the 
cdshier, whoad formerly buiiu. Town Clerk. The 
amount hi bhcy and'bonus taken is'probably 
abuut |25,OCKof .which tll.OOO was the property 
ol the- bank. There'was less mouey iu 111(1 hauk 
,bau had bee the case for some lllhe past. The 
only money ft behind wus a special deposit of 
fl.000; consulting the entire wealth of uu Indi- 
vidual deposbr, wblch was dropped in thchiiste 
ol departure I'retvndiUB to the .cashier that 
they had leftVeu to wutchhlm, the thieves drove 
ulo trbvlueic With their plunder, aud took the 
)leamboat.tm;for Boston, as is supposed, three 
men corrcsptu'iiig with those described having 
:ieeu Beeu to r*t- ou board the ears' by ihc police 
olllcur at Ihoepot. As soou as the ciishlcr was 
able to: inukdiu outcry, the robbery was made 
{nown, aiid.C trail ol,lhe robbers was followed 
.o this city. tJurortuhately the telegraph w,as 
not In'^opeHon at that lime, and thu thieves 
could ubtbatopped Iu Boston, but probably 
took some othc early tralus northward from 
khai city.

The robbcrwerc well disguised excepting oue 


..'horn Ihcv6i!ra called captain. He is describ- 
ed as ralher lOvc the nverotjd. height, stoutly 
built, ol aanc complexion, aud wearing a uious- 
taehe wlthou wltlskers. One of tlicul spoke 
with a Ocriui ascent. One of theni carried' a 
large steed ciiiet-bag. In which part of the plun- 
der was 6towJ. They, lelt behind them of their 
impllineiits'aruwbaraud the haudeiifl:). The 
L'lisbler, whllffinlhe bed, miide streuuous resis- 
tance to bulnjtiel, and kicked, one of the men 
over, when a|OlUrgrapplcli his feet and 11>« n 
bound them'yitucords; lie was not uhu.xiv 
drcssi .but taitib o'er to the.bauk'iu his stobkiugs 
and vcry'sltjoittytad. The time spent lii futile 
eflpris'to o'piiii tbivault, belorii the cashier was 
niadc to do it, !wa.betwecii one mid two hours.

The ofBcer at the wot observed that the con- 
duct of. Ike_tile :mcu' who eutercu the 
Iraiu, one. :hirViu| a , carpet-bag,., was. . SUB- 
elclous, ana.fclt ajflrat lucliucit. to lupprbb^a 
lhem;bu'. couclind-that. they were twluted 
paHfiengcrt. and: a^lbuted thulr singular Djpve* 
[uents to their hast Tbo pursuers* fourin num- 
ber, including thi President of the Bank, Dr. 
Charles II. Fisheryrltcl here ill a quarter past 
five. The fact of je robbery having occurred 
would probably Uf not been known iu the vil- 
lage until u late hir In,the morning but for the 
circumstance .llitthe cssbicr ha. a very small 
hand, ao that afteri eat eQbrta for three-quarters 
of an honr, be ,w.of ble to get one of his baoda 
out of the steel m^icle, and thus untie and nn- 
gag himself.
